The Senate bill would provide 
funds through the state aid for­ 
mula, while the House bill would 
make the allocation outside the 
formula. 
Del. Lewis N. Mc.Mamis, D- 
Haleigh. and chairman of the 
House Finance Committee, said 
Hie differences would be resolv­ 
ed in a joint conference comtnit- 
tee. 
A third educational bil! that 
would provide special classes or 
teaciiing services for exception­ 
al children was approved by Ihe 
House and sent to the governor.

After going through moun­ 
tains of captured documents 
and prisoner of war interroga­ 
tions, U.S. officers charged with 
defending Saigon believe the 
second phase is scheduled for 
this weekend or early next 
week. 
But “ I’hase Two is still shaky 
and may not go,” one highly 
placed officer said 
Until the second phase of the 
offensive opens, if it does, the
